The Schools Interoperability
Framework (SIF) software provides a real-tinme uni que student |ID nunber as the student

i nformation is being keyed into the SASI systemin the school. The SCDE anal yzes the school

dat abases every 45 days to cal cul ate the number of students with and wi thout unique |ID nunbers

i n each school/district. The SCDE coll ected data on approxi mately 685, 000 students and 45, 000

t eachers every 45-days.

For FY 2007-08, version 9.0 of SASI will be inplenented in each school and district. This
version is an upgrade but does not contain any substantial changes.
